Tho number of probable tricks 
in a hand should be sole measure 
of the opening “Game-Demand of 
Three.” As probable tricks are 
derived from both high card tricks 
and low card tricks and, as low 
card tricks are derived from long 
suits, it follows that uncqual dis- 
‘tribution, represented by long 
guits, is the important factor gov- 
erning ‘the ‘requiremonts for a 
“Game-Demanil Bid of Three.” 

The essential principle that a 
‘sound = “Game-Demand Bid of. 
Three” must show are: 

(a) Nine (9) probable tricks in 
the Sidder'’s hand if the declaro- 
tion is in a major suit. 

(b) Ten (10) probable tricka 
in the bidder’s hand if the declara- 
tion is in a minor suit, and with 
this further proviso— — 

(c) If the partner makes the 
‘obligatory minimum three no 
trump response, and the openiag 

, bidder elects to Jet the no trump 
i stand, either from choice or by 
reason of no additional bid to 
| offer, his hand must guarantee 
j elght (8) tricks at no trump. - 

j Hence, there are four stipula- 
| tionsin the “Game-Denmand Bid of 
Three:” 


(1) The original bidder must 
be able cither to rebid the suit he 
\ first named (by this is mennt the 
; Suit must be strong enough to 
| make him practicall independent 
: of trump support in the bid suit) 


or 
| (2) He must have a second 
Suit in reserve to bid; or 
| (3) He must be able to support 
any suit take-out that his partner 
may make ; or ‘ 
| (4) Failing any of the above 
‘three stipulations, he must be for- 
tified ngainst the frequent obliga- 
tory minimum response of three 
no trump, which the terms of the 
convention require of the partner 
in the wbsence of a raise or suit 
. take-out. : 


Original suit bids of four and 
| five are just the same in any sys- 
tem. They are pre-emptive bids 
and have the same requirements 
as in all other systems. 

To make a “defensive suit bid 
of one” there must be a biddable 
five-card suit and a minimum of 
one and one-half high card tricks. 
If a four-card suit, two high card 
tricks should be held. : 

_.To make a “defensive suit bid 
of two,” not vulnerable, there 
must be a fair five-card biddable 
suit and a minimum of two high- 
card tricks with four to flve pro- 
buble tricks in the hand. If -vul- 
nerable, the suit bid should be a 
strong suit, such as A-Q-J-8-6, 

When one makes a “defensive 
suit bid of three” you are getting 
into the danger zone. With the 
“official system's” opening bid of 
two, the defending hand is placed 
in au most embarrassing position, 
Particularly when the two did 
happens to be a major. The cheap,! 
defensive, strategical bid vanishes 
and the opponents must ‘be very 
careful. When not vulnerable, 
about six (6) probable tricks are 
the safety minimum; when vul- 
nerable seven (7) for the “de- 
fensive suit bid of three.” 

The “attacking overcalls” are 
made in five ways as follows: 

1—Through the informative 
double, 

The strength necessary is four 
(4) high card tricks, distributed in 
at least three suits (or a count of 
15 points, using the 4-3-2-1 count). 

2—By making a jump overcall; 
that is, by bidding one trick more 
than necessary to overenl!! the pre- 
vious bid. ,

three (3) high card_trigky with 
six (6) to seven (7) probable 
tricks in the hand.

The 
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OTTAWA PROBLEMS 


Whilst there is every hope that 

arrangements will be concluded at 
Ottawa which should materially 
increase inter-Imperial trade, the 
logic of economies is apparently 
modifying the expectations of 
those who had hoped for miracles, 
In other words, it becoming 
evident that whilst it is easy to 
talk loosely of “Imperial economic 
unity, if is much more difficull to 
translate the idea into actuality. 
Snags are already being encount- 
ered, and although there is 
cause for pessimism, it would be 
the height of folly to expect the 
impossible to happen or ta shut 
our eyes to what is well described 
as tho hard reality of facts. One 
thing, however, is Vertain, name- 
ly, that if substantial agreement 
cannot now be reached, at 
moment when Britain is no longer 
on a Free Trade basis and when 
the British delegation is un- 
trammelled by traditional policies, 
then we can never expect the 
Empire Free Trade movement to 
become a reality. This fact is 
now doubtless realised by the 
Dominions and the Mother 
Country alike and it will at least 
cause every effort to be made to 
achieve as large a measure of accord 
as is possible. 

One circumstance which has 
probably not recelved the con- 
sideration which it should have 
done is that the position as be- 
tween the Mother ‘Country and 
the Dominions has immensely 
changed since 'the days when Mr, 
Joseph Chamberlain brought for- 
ward his idea” of Imperial Pre- 
ference. In those days, the 
Dominions were very largely pro- 
ducers of foodstuffs and raw 
materials, and of very little else, 
In the interim, many of them have 
become relatively highly indus- 
trialised, millions of pounds ster- 
ling having been sunk in innumber- 
ablo enterprises. Naturally, there- 
fore, there would not be too much 
enthusiasm for tho free {mporta- 
tion of competing British mnanu- 
facturcs. On tho othor hand, 
Britain ‘obviously cannot afford to

Canuda have been. careful not to 
offend the suspectibilities of 
Canadian manufacturers; this they 
have done by urging only the free 
admission of those classes of 
British goods not at present made 
in Canada. Here we have reficct- 
ed one aspect of the problem of 
more extended inter-Imperial trade, 

All sensible Britons, of course, 
wish to encourdge trade between 
different. parts of the Empire. 
But that should not rule out the 
idea of stimulating trade with and 
between foreign countries as well. 
Imperial economic. co-operation 
must be developed in ways which 
are not exclusive. This can be 
done in numerous ways. But it 
would not be to the benefit of the 
Empire to attempt to shut it off 
in a watertight compartment frown 
the rest of the world. That would 
be bad economics. More than 
that, an exclusive economic im- 
perialism would be just os harm- 
ful exclusive .cconomic 
nationalism can be and is. Despite 
the difficulties which are being en- 
countered at Ottawa, however, we 
believe that this great gathering of 
Imperial statesmen cal still accom- 
plish much of value, even if the 
dreams of the more ardent spirits 
are not fully realised. But it is 
essential that nothing shall be 
done by shortsighted policies which 
will prove really harmful to the 
true interests of the Motherland 
or the Dominions.

These Conferences. 

Practically the whole of this year 
has been trken up with interna- 
tional conferences, all purporting 
to solve the world’s difficulties by 
united action. What is the out- 
come of them all?) Must it be 
confessed that the ‘ideals of 
League of Nations enthusiasts are 
all day-dreams and impractienble? 
Even im critical times. like these; 
there are vested interests who are 


so near-sighted and prejudiced ag |. 


to desire to wreck ull move- 
ments tending to promote inter- 
national peace. Internationalism 
is challenged at every point. Yet 
it is still too early to declare 
bluntly that International Con- 
ferences huve no good result and 
certainly it is folly to deduce from 
the slow progress that is being 
made that the ideals of the League 


of Nations are impracticable. 


There is no other medium which |: 


could ‘be substituted which would 
enable the opinions of all nations, 
great and small, to be collected 
und reconciled into one formula. 
It would be a confession of futility 
to admit that nations will never 
be at peace with one another; that 
nothing can be done to prevent the 
recurrence of war. In that case 
our ‘present civilisation is doomed 
and all progress the last thousand 
years have seen haa been in vain. 
There is no question of military 
or religious domination in the 
minds of world, state advocates 
to-day. Modern science has made 
nations inter-dependent; the risk 
of war is probibly greater; but it 
has-also enabled nations to come 
to a better understanding of each 
other's points of view. Atleast, 
the League has givon permanent 
machinery ‘to tackle international 
problems. in: a scientific and 
methodical manner. There has 
been moro open diplomacy and 
less secret intrigue than there was 
in prewar days and more candid in- 
ternational discussions, This-is all 
to the good and we certanly have 
to thank League of Nationa for 
this advance In international re- 
lations. | :

Fevre until two years ago, when, 
on the termination of her employ- 
pret she was sent back to Shang- 
hai. 

About three weeks ago, Mra Le 
Fevre sent for her, in an endea- 
vour. to find employment for her. 
When the woman came back, she 
was allowed by Mrs. Le Fevre to 
stuy in the ‘servants’ quarters up 
tif the end of the yeur, by which 
time, it was anticipated, ahe would 
be able to find employment, 

TICKET BOUGHT. 

However, about the second week 
of her return, the woman commenc- 
ed to give trouble, quarrelled) and 
interfered with the houseboys, and 
in other respects made, herself 
extremely objectionnble. It was 
then that Mrs, Le Fevre asked her 
to return to Shanghai, and with 
that end in view, she booked 2 
pPAKSaRe and purchased 2 ticket. 

This did not appear to fit in 
with the woman's plans, for she 
dilly-dallied, and in the end asked 
that she be: given the money for 
the passage ticket instend. When 
the time came for her to Jvave, 
she refused to yo and cuused 
trouble, Ee 

As Mra, Le -Fevre was living 
alone in the house, her husband 
being. away, she was frightened, 
and telephoned for -the police. 
This occurred last Monday, The 
amah was ordered from the house, 
and went to live with friends al 
Kennedy Town, 

REFUSED TO BUDGE. 

Yesterday, she returned to the 
house, installed herself in the 
servants’ quarters and refused to 
budge, Again the police were 
sent for, to compel her to leave. 

Members of the Shanghai com- 
munity working at the Commer- 
cial Press at Kennedy Town, said 
Sergt, Kinnear, would not have 
duything to do with her.’

A piratical attack in Chinese 
witers on what is believed to have 
been a boat engaged in smuggling 
yoods into Chinese territory has 
been reported to the police by a 
foki of the victimised craft trom 
which the crew of three jumped 
into the water directly the pirates

A cratl-of about ten piculs, the

On nearing Lan Tau early 
yesterday morning, a fishing boat 
with one mast went alongside.

Francis, but the French judge, 
Chubennes, decided in favour of 
Brown. | The referee's decision was 
greeted’ by uproarious scenes, 
during which some spectators at 
the ringside had rather indisecretly 
looked over the shoulder of Dr. 
Sparkes, the other judge, and 
thinking that the card showed in 
favour. of Brown, they ‘promptly 
“jumped” on him and’ snatched 
the offending missile. A ‘general 
rugby scrum ensued,-during which 
the scrap’ of paper. was ‘lost, and 


Dr. Sparkes appeared to emerge in 


a worse condition than either of the 
two boxers. With ‘the referee 
and ono judgo disagreeing as to 
the result there was nothing more 
for the referee to do than to alter 
his decision to “no contest.”

ARGUMENT 


MR. POTTER OBJECTS 
TO EVIDENCE | 


TWO PLOTS - 


A crucins ‘stage in the trial of 
Cheng Kwok-yau' on. charge of 
procuring the myprder_ of G 
Fung was renched | ¥ 
day, when Mr, Eldon Potter, K. 
lending; counsel for the defence, 
objected to admission of the evi- 
dence of Zimmern and. Christie, 
two of the Crown's principal 
nesses, on the ground of its irre- 
levaney. i 

Immediately on the Court's re- 
sumption after the Liffin adjourn- 
ment, Mr. Potter took the point 
that the evidence of Zimmern and 
Christie was irrelevant to the pre- 
sent ense, 

The Chief Juatice: 1 ought to 
have some note of the — evidence 
proposed to be called to which you 
are objecting. 

Mr. Potter: You have . the de- 
positions and a copy of the open- 
Lindsell. I 
have n case here where a judge 
satisfied himself from the doposi- 
tions alone. d 

Continuing. Mr. Potter said the 
defence’s objection to the ndmis- 
sibility of evidence tuken broadly, 
came to this--on a certain date 
gimmern and Christie were re- 
quested by the necused to murder 
Fung. 

The murder was actually com- 
mitted by different people at a 
different time and under an en- 
tirely different set of circum- 
stances, 

Mr. Potter went on to refer to 
an objection he had taken curlier 
to the admission of evidence that 
the secused once threatened to 
shoot Lai Ming-fay. 

The Chief Justice: [ did not 
strike that evidence out then, The 
point hus not been argued and I 
can still strike it out. 
_Mr_otter: But it was sworn to 
by the girl and the jury heard it. 

The ‘Chief Justice: 1] ‘have not 
admitted this point, I can in- 
utruct the jury to take-no notice 
of it. 

Mr. Potter: 
it at that. 

Mr. Sheldon: Hf there is any 
doubt nbout it, your Lordship can 
strike it out. now. It is not a mat- 
ter ‘of any importance. 

. Counsel's Retort. 

Mr. Potter: Well then for the 
lite of me, I can’t understand the 
Crown's ense. T don’t think Mr, 
Sheldon should say that. The 
other day the Attorney General 
yave a ground for the question 
and. pressed — for its admission 
atter IT had objected. Jt was not 
even suggested then that the ques- 
tion was of no importance. This 
js most. remarkable. 

Mr. Sheldon: Can't we 
these personal matters out? , 

Mr, Potter: | am entitled. to 
criticise the Crown — case in any 
way | like and Twill, Here we 
have one learned counsel press- 
ing for-the admission of a piece 
of evidence over my objection, 
and now his collergue gets up and 
says it is of no importance. 

The Chief Justice: I think the 
answer was kiven before the ob- 
taken. After the ob- 
jection Mr. Sheldon suid he would 
not press for its admission — if 
there was any doubt. 

Mr. Potter: He says that to- 
lay, but the other counsel took 4 
different view yesterday, 

Different Circumstances. 

Proceeding, My. Potter said, 
“Broadly speaking, on Mareh 21st. 
it is alleged Zimmern and Chris- 
tie were requested to murder

entirely different; there. is no con- 
nexion in fact between the alleg- 
ed incident from February 18th.

“Phe indictment alleges that 
the accused through Lau Hing dia 
counsel, procure and command 
et and Wong to commit the mur- 
der.” 

Mr. Potter then commenced to 
quote many authorities and read 
eases to prove his contention that 
evidence of a plot to kill Fung by 
poison could not .be aecepted as 
evidence that he. too was at the 
back_of a plot to shoot Fung. 

Alternative Argument. 

Alternatively, he argued, if the 
Crown could establish the case as 
alleged in the indictment, which 
was that the accused had procur- 
eit the marder through Lau Hing, 
there was no necessity to put in 
the evidence of Zimmern and 
Christie to prove deliberate in- 
tent. : , 
“If the Crown cannot establish 
by evidence that the accused 
through Lau Hing procured peo- 
ple to commit the murder,” added 
Mr. Potter, “then this evidence is 
equally inadmissible in that it is 
not evidence to prove that the ne- 
cused procured  Fung’s death 
through Lau, according to the in- 
dietment.” 

Mr. Potter laid great stress on 
the argument that evidence of an 
net committed once cannot — be 
taken ag evidence that a similar 
Jater acl was committed by the 
game person. . ' 

“There ik no authority,” he 
added, “to show that feelings of 
enmity alone can be taken as suf- 
ficient proof of murder.” 

Defence Not Afraid. 

Mr. Potter remarked that for 
the reasons given in the nuthori- 
ties: quoted the evidence was not 
admissible. Mr. Potter suggest- 
ed the evidence might be admit- 
ted by his Lordship and the de- 
fence would accept it subject to 
vurtner objection Jater. 

The defence was not afraid of 
the evidence at all, but they had 
to take the point beeause it was 
n vital one and no Counsel would 
tnke the responsibility of not ob- 
jecting. : 

Mr. Sheldon said that he ven- 
tured to submit that this was .the 
first time it was argued’ in the 
Courts in Hongkong that if A" 
threatened to murder “B” it show- 
ed his yuilty intent to murder 
“B." but if that intent were com- 
municated to a third party it was 
not admissible as evidence of 
guilty intent. 

Mr. Sheldon proceeded lo quote 
authorities to show that the 
Crown could give evidence of en- 
mity of the accused against the 
decensed, Ib was admissible as 
evidence of motive, as evidence of 
means and opportunity, that ace 
cused had made preprrations to 
murder Fung and that he had 
threatened to da the act, he have 
ing asked Zimmern on one ote 
cusion for a aggre because he 
wanted to’murder Fung. 

_ “FKormidable Evidence.”

BITTER FIGHTING IN HEART 
OF MADRID 


Spanish throne, broke’ out in the 
early hours of this morning when 
bitter fighting took place in the 
heart of the city. 

Police and Government troops 
quelled the uprising, but not be- 
fore four had been Killed and 
many arrested. 

Tho monarchist revolt which was 
supported by a brigade of artillery 
broke out.at 6 a.m. It is stated 
that so far four have been 
Killed and 80 arrests made. : 
‘The Government appear to be 
masters of the situation. 

The rebels attacked the Police 
Hendquartera and Government 
buildings, but tho Police repulsed 
them after an exchange of hun- 
dreds of shots and drove out the at 
tackers, some of whom were 
entrenched in the Ministry of Com- 
munications, 

Nobility Arrested. 

Those arrested include retired 
generals und members of the 
nobility. 

The capital resembles an armed 
camp as all strategic centres aro 
occupied by troops which the Gov- 
ernment hustily summoned. 

Communications abroad have 
been temporarily interrupted but 
have now resumed. 

It is feared that repercussions 
may take place in the provinces. 

Warrants were {jasued this morn- 
ing for the arrest of ex-King 
Alfonso and a British contractor, 
allegedly named Solms, and several 
Spanish ex-officials. 

Aid from Cayalry. 

A regiment df cavalry. stationed 
20 miles from the capital joined the 
insurgents, whose movements were 
well planned by a group of Monar- 
chist army officers and civilians, 
although the Government — claims 
complete success. ; 

The police obtained full informa- 
tion of the revolt after the arrest 
last night of eight Monarchists, 
who were conspiring in a private 
house. 

‘Thousands of demonstrators, 
carrying Republican flags, paraded 
dater in the day in front of the 
Military Club, protesting  asrainat 
the rebel casualties which in addi-

Police Chief in Action. 

The chief of the Madrid police 
armed with a rifle, led the Govern- 
ment forces, comprising armed 
Polive and ‘Civil Guards, while the 
Premier, Senor Azana sat quietly 
at the Ministry of War, directing 
operations, One storming 
consisting of 60 armed men led by 
the former chauffeur of Primo de 
Rivera and a son of Duke In-

The cssential principle that a 
sound “Game-Demand Bid of 
Three” must show are: 

(a) Nine (9) probable tricks in 
the bidder's hand if the declaro- 
tion Is in a major suit.

‘tem, They are pre-emptive bids 

and have the same requirements 
as in alt other systems, 

To make a “defensive suit did 
of one” there must be a biddable 
vfive-card’ suit and a minimum of 
one and one-half high card tricks, 
If a four-card suit, two high card 
tricks should be held. 

To make a “defensive suit bid 
of two,” not vulnerable, there 
must be a fair five-card biddable 
suit and a minimum of two high- 
card tricka with four to five pro- 
bauble tricks in the hand. If vul- 
nerable, the suit bid should be a 
strong suit, suchas A-Q-J-8-6. 

When one makes a “defensive 
suit bid of three” you are getting 
into the danger zone. With the 
“official systom’s” opening bid of 
two, the defending hand is placed 
in a most embarrassing position, 
particularly when the two bid 
happens to be a major. The cheap, 
defensive, strategical bid vanishes 
and the opponents must be very 
careful. When not vulnerable, 
about six (6) probable tricks are 
the safety minimum; when vul- 
nerable seven (7) . for the ‘“de- 
fensive suit bid of three.” 

The “attacking -overealls” are 
made in five ways as follows: 

1—Through the — informative 
double. 


’ The strength necessary is four 
(4) high card tricks, distributed in 
at least three suits (or a count of 
15 points, using the 4-3-2-1 count). 

2—By making a jump overcall; 
that is, by bidding one trick more 
than necessary to overcall the pre- 
vious bid. 


_ The minimum for this bid, is 
three (3) high card tricks with 
six (6) to seven (7) probable 
tricks: in the hand. This is not a 
“vame-demand bid’ but is strongly 
invitational. ' 

S—By overcalils in the op- 
ponents’ bid suit. 

If your partner has bid, this is 
n “pgame-demand bid” and in fact 
it indicates alam possibilities.

CALLED A LUCKY MAN BY 
MAGISTRATE 


“T am afraid if I convict you, 1 
would be right in facts but wronk 
in law,” remarked Mr. Fravor ut 
the Kowloon Maglatracy yesterday 
afternoon in discharging Cheung, 
Wah, a Chinese: ladies’ tailor, who 
was charged with larceny of five 
$50 notes from the hand-bag of 
Misg Nelly Zamora, 2 visitor 
Hongkong from the Philippines. 

Inapector Elston, it will be res 
znlled, alleged thnt tho theft took 
place in Miss Zamora's room in the 
Peninsula Hotel yn tho morning of 
July 31. Defendafit had been 
called by Miss Zamora to the hotel, 
and when he was in her room, she 
found five $50 bills missing from 
her hand-bag which she had left 
on a table. . 

Evidence for the prosecution 
concluded yesterday, after which 
Mr. Leo D’Almada, Sr., who repre- 
sented the defendant, submitted 
that he had no case to answer at 
all. He could, if his Worship liked, 
put his client in the witness-box 
and leave him to any questions his 
Worship might ask, but contended 
that 2s long as the defendant denied 
the charge, the Court must believe 
him. ; : 

Mr. D’Almada went on to say 
that the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion was very weak, and asked hia 
Worship not to forget the in- 
sredients which made up a charge 
of larceny.

DIRECTORS’ FEES 


AMENDMENT FAILS. 


A meeting of shareholders of thu 
Hongkong Engincering and Construc- 
tion Company was held yesterday af- 
‘ternoon at 3 p.m. The Hon. Mr. J. 
PY, Braga was in the chair, the other 
directors present being Mr. J. Scott 
Harston, Mr. Lo Cheung-shiu and 
Mr. L. Kadoorie. ; . 
Others present were Mr. A. R, F. 
Raven, general works mannger, Mr. 
RB. Alves, secretary, Mr. R. A. 
Wadeson, of Messrs. Deacons, (solici- 
tors) and the following sharcholdcrs. 
—Mersrs. H. Braga, K. Stuart-Smith, 
J. Gould, S.J. M. Figueiredo, 
C. P, Marques, M. H. Lo, M. K. Lo, 
J, V. Braga, A, M. Braga, F. L, Silva 
and Chan Kam-moon. 

The Chnirman, addressing the meet= 
ing, said: 

The Resolution which I have to put 
before you for consideration and ap- 
proval reads as follows: . 

That the Articles of Association of 
the Company be altered in manner 
following: F . 

(a) By -the delation of the whole 
of Article 98 of the Compnany’s 
Articles of Association and by the 
substitution of the ‘following 
Article in its place. 

8. From and after the first day 
of January, 1982, cach. Director 
other than the Managing Dircctor 
shall be pald by way of remunera- 
tion for 
$2,000 per annum and such re- 
muneration shall be deemed to ac- 
eruc de die in diem and shall bo 
payable by half ‘yearly instalmonts, 

Development Scheme. 

‘By tho Company's Articles of As- 
socintion, the maximum number of 
Directors is cight.. Actually, there 
ure five Directors on the Bonrd at 
present, including the Managing 
Director. The practical effect of the 
Resolution, if you see fit to adopt it, 
and if it should be confirmed at a 
subsequent meeting, will be‘ the in- 
crease of the Company's expenditure 
in respect of Directors’ fees (other 
than the Mannging_ Director’s re- 
munerntion), with a Bonrd composed 
as it is at present, of $4,000 a year. 

Since the Company's capital reor- 
ganisation two years ago, and your 
Inter adoption of their proposal to 
initinte a land nnd building develop- 
ment scheme, the duties and respon- 
sibilities of the Directors have been 
very largely incrensed. For some 
time past your Board has felt that 
a fee of a thousand dollars a year for 
each’ Director 1s altogether inade- 
quate and they ask your authority, by 
virtue of the Resolution now submit- 
ted to you, to increase their fees to 
bring .them more in accord with the 
extent of time and work devoted in 
your intereste, 

We think, it will be admitted, that 
the old scale of remuncration is not 
nearly enough when due regard is 
hnd to the altered condition of the 
Company’s business. Having said as 
much as I have done, I feel I should 
add, on behalf of the Board, that the 
adoption of the Resolution will be 
left entirely in’.your hands, in the 
belief that the shareholders will con= 
cur in the sense of justification which 
has prompted your Board to move for 
the alteration in Article 98 providing 
for the payment of increased re- 
muneration for the services of your 
Directors. I may add that the pro- 
posed increase has the approval of 
Sir Rebert Ho Tung, who, though 
a Director, is also the Company's 
largest sharcholder. 

The Formal Motion. 

I formally move the following Re- 
solution: That the Articles of As- 
sociation of the Company be altered 
in manner following: 

“(n) By the deletion of the whole 
of Article 98 of the Company's Ar 
ticles of Association and by the 
substitution of the following Article 
in its place. 

“98,. From and after the first 
day of January, 1932, ench Direc- 
tor other than the Managing Direc- 
tor shall be paid: by way of 
remuneration for his services at the 
rate of $2,000 per annum and such 
remuncration shall be deemed to 
accrue de dic in diem and shall be 
payable by half yearly instal- 
ments.” 

If shnreholders have any comments 
to mnke thereon or any questions to 
put in relation’ thereto, I shall be 
pleased to reply to any remarks 
which any of you may fect inclined to 
address to the chair. If passed at 
this mecting, the Resolution wlll be 
submitted for confirmation nt the 
mosting ndvertised to take place on 
Friday, the 26th August, 1992, at 
three o'clock in the afternoon. 

Mr. Choi Wing-hay seconded the 
resolution, 

Amendment Moved, 

-Mr. Gould moved an amendment to 
Mr. Brasra’y resolution to the cifect 
that from and after the Ist. day of 
January, 1933, ench director other

In moving the amendment, Mr. 
Gould sqid that ho would like to know 
whether it was the intentlon to in- 
erense the number of directors.

Mr. 'K. Stuart Smith seconded Mr. 
Gould's amendment.

tors in putting forward their resolu- 
tion for an increaso of fees, but would 
not result in any appreciable saving 
to the sharcholdors. .

So much attention is paid’ to 
wrinkles and sagging face muscles 
that tho other aide of the picture— 
the too-fat face—gets leas considera- 
tion.

It can be dono professionally by 
hut paraffin wax—the same treat- 
ment that is given for general 
reduction of the body. 


But there aro quite a number of 
methods which can be tried out at 
home. Brisk, upward slapping ot 
the face with a reducing lotion, or, 
if the skin is dry, a non-fatlening 
cream followed by an application 
of witch hazel, ia one of tho 
simplest. But give the skin timo 
to cool down before going out; it 
is helpful to cover the face with a 
thin layer of cotton wool and splash 
with cold water after the treatment.

OTTAWA PROBLEMS . 


- Whilst there is every. hope that 
arrangements will be concluded at 
‘Ottawa which should materially 
increase inter-Imperial trade, the 
logic of economics is apparently 
modifying the expectations of 
those who had hoped for miracles. 
In other words, it: is becoming 
evident that whilst it is ‘casy to. 
talk loosely of Imperial economic 
unity,.it ig much more difficult to 
translate the idea into actuality. 
Snags are already being encount- 
ered, and although there is no 
cause for pessimism, it would be 
the height of folly to expect the 
impossible to happen or to shut 
our cyes to what is well described 
as the hard reality of facts. One 
thing, however, is certain, name- 
ly, that if substantial agreement 
cannot now be reached, «dt a 
moment when Britain is no longer 
on a Free Trade basis and when 
the British delegation is un- 
trammelled by traditional policies, 
then we can never expect the 
Empire Free Trade movement to 
become a reality. This fact is 
now doubtless realised by the 
Dominions and the Mother 
Country alike und it will at least 
cause every effort to be made to 
achieve as large a meusure of accord 
aa is possible. . 
One circumstance ‘which 
probably not received the 
sideration .which it should have 
done is that the position as be- 
tween the Mother Country and 
the Dominions" has immensely 
changed since the days when Mr. 
Joseph Chaniborlain brought for- 
Ward his idea of Imperial | Pre- 
“In those days, the 
Dominions were very largely pro- 
ducers, of ‘foodstuffs and raw 
materials, and of very little else. 
In tho interim, many of them have 
become | relatively highly indus- 
trlolised, millions of pounds ster- 
ling having boen sunk in innumber- 
ablo enterprises. Naturally, there- 
fore, thera would not be too much 
enthusingm for the freo importa- 
tion of competing British manu- 
factures, On the other hand, 
Britain obviously cannot afford to

against foreign commodities and 
at tho same time expect foreign 
countries to buy her goods. A 
Canadion commentator, writing on 
the Ottawa Conference outlook. 
recently remarked that the 
Canadian. Conservatives appeared 
to combine a fervid passion for 
increased Imperial trade with an 
uncanny skill in-avoiding mention of 
the commodities which are to be 
bought from Britain in increased 
quantities, while English indus- 
trialists who have been visiting 
Canadn have been careful not to 
offend the suspectibilitics of 
Canadion manufacturers; this they 
have done by urging only the free 
admission of those classes of 
British goods not at present made 
in Canada. Here we have reflect- 
ed one aspect of the problem of 
more extended inter-Imperial trade. 

All sensible Britons, of course, 
wish to encourage trade between 
different parts of the Empire. 
But that should not rule out tho 
idea of stimulating trade with and 
between foreign countries a8 well. 
Imperial economic co-operation 
muat be developed in ways’ which 
are not ‘exclusive. This can be 
done in numerous ways. But it 
would-not be to the benefit of: the 
Empire to attempt to shut it off 
in a watertight compartment froza 
the rest of the world. That would 
be bad economics. More than 
that, an exclusive economic- im- 
perialism would be just as harm- 
exclusive economic 
mationalism can be and is. Despite 
the. difficulties which are being en- 
countered at Ottawa, however, .we 
believe that this great gathering of 
Imperial statesmen cal still accom- 
plish much of value, even if the 
dreams of the more ardent spirits 
are not fully realised. But it is 
essential that nothing shall be 
done by shortsighted policies which 
will prove really harmful to the 
true interests of the Motherland 
or the Dominions.

These Conferences. 

Practically the whole of this year 
has been taken up with interna- 
tional conferences, all purporting 
to solve the world’s difficulties by 
united action. What is the’ out- 
come of them all? Must it be 
confessed that the ideals of 
Lengue of Nations enthusinsts are 
all day-dreams and impracticable? 
Even in critical times like these, 
there are vested interests who are 
so near-sighted and prejudiced as 
fo desire to wreek all 
ments tending to promote inter- 
national peace. Internationalism 
is challenged at every point. Yet 
it is still too early to declare 
bluntly that International Con- 
ferences have no good result and 
certainly it is folly to deduce from 
the .slow progreas that is being 
made that the ideals of the League 
of Nations are impracticable. 
There is no other medium which 
could be substituted which would 
enable the opinions of all nations, 
great and small; to be collected 
and reconciled into one formula. 
It would be a confession of futility 
to admit that nations will never 
be at peace with onc another; that 
nothing enn be done to prevent the 
reeurrence of war. In that case 
our present civilisation is doomed 
and all progress the last thousand 
years have seen has been in vain. 
There is no question of military 
or religious domination in the 
minds of world state advocates 
to-day. Modern science has made 
nations inter-dependent; the .risk 
of war.is probably greater; but it 
has also enabled nations to come 
to a better understanding of each 
other’s points of view. At least,

Co., for repair also played a large 
part in the proceedings, since this 
machine was given to the same 
dealer to be ovehauled. After 
many months had passed, the lady 

- owner asked for her machine to 
be returned to her, but the dealer 
refused to deliver sume, cluiming 
that this machine was the original’ 
sample shown to him in the 
office of the Honwan Co. when 
giving his order. 


The Honwan = ‘Trading Co. 
yesterday ugreed. that since 
the defendant thought he was 
entitled to compensation they 
would allow him H.K.$1,000, but 
only on condition that he took 
delivery and paid for the machines’ 
within 24 hours.

~ ARGUMENT 


MR. POTTER OBJECTS 
"TO EVIDENCE 


TWO PLOTS 


A crucial stage in the trial of 
Cheng Kwok-yau on oa charge of 
procuring the murder of George 
Fung was renched | yester- 
day, when Mr. ‘Eldon Potter, K. 
leading counsel for the defence, 
objected ta admission of the evi- 
dence of Zimmern and Christie, 
two of the Crown's principal wit- 


nesses, on the ground of, its irre-" 


levancy, =. 

Immediately on the Court's re- 
sumption after the tiffin adjourn- 
ment, Mr. Potter took the point 
that the evidence of Zimmern and 
Christie was irrelevant to the pre- 
sent case. 

The Chief Justice; 1 ought to 
have some note of the evidence 
proposed to be called to which you 
are objecting. \ care 

Mr. Potter: You have the de- 
positions and a copy of the open- 
Ing address of Mr. Lindsell. J 
have a case here where a judge 
sutisfied himself from the doposi- 
tions alone, 

Continuing, Mr. Potter said the 
defence’s objection to the admis- 
sibility of evidence taken broadly 
enme to this—--on a i date 
Zimmern and Christie were re- 
quested by the accused to murder 
Fung. 4 

The murder was actually com- 
mitted by diferent people at a 
different time and under an en- 
tirely different set of cireum- 
stances, 

Mr. Potter went on to refer to 
an objection he had taken carlier 
to the admission of evidence that 
the accused once threatened = to 
shoot Lai Ming-fay, : 

The Chief Justice: 1 did not 
strike that evidence out then, The 
point has not been argued and it 
can Bull strike it out, 

Mr. Potter: But it was sworn to 
by ‘the girl and the jury heard it.

The 
other day the Attorney General 
yave a ground for the question 
and pressed for its — admission 
after [had objected. ft was not 
even suggested then that the ques- 
tion was of no importance. This 
is most remarkable.

Mr. Potter: 1 am entitled — to 
enitieisze the Crown: case in any 
way I like and 1 will, Here we 
have one learned counsel press- 
ing for the admission of a piece 
of evidence over my objection, 
and now his colleague gets up and 
says it is of no importance.
